EUROP^Alfl' COMPLICATIONSr' 

Tho latest tologriinluL' dispatchts atatti 
that Huasia is arniiiii^ with great activity 
against Gormany and Austria, and that 

"the. point of concentration is Brestalof 
noar Grodno. This ia not a new idea. 

' Some time ago boforo the Egyptian diffi- 
culty came up, the subject was one of 
open discussion among German and Rus- 
sian military men. There has never 
been any lovo lost between tho Germans 
and tho Russians, and ii^ Russia whore 
'there are numbers of Germans occupying 
positions of trust, both in the army and 
civil life, they are genentlly dialikod 
probably from a sort of intor-national in- 
compatibility arising from differences of 
thought and training, which are apt to 
give them an advantage over tho careless 
and improvident Russian. If Russia 
must go to war, therefore, a Gorman war 
would be tho most popular and tho most 
convenient. As to the nominal pretext, 
that is of littlu consequence. If the 
Czar finds that tho present social condi- 
tion of Russia is unmanageable under 
his own rule, and concludes that anarchy 

and dismomharmont nf tlin ompirn would 

only result from his destruction, a popu- 
lar war would scorn his only salvation and 
probably tliat of tho country. In this 
light, thoroforo, tlio telegraphic rumor 
may liave more significance than otlier- 
wise might bo attaclied to it. If the Czar 
bolioves that tho war is a necessity to 
Russia, and resolves to risk tho hazard of 
the die, it will take place. Tho advanta- 
ges too are rather on tho side of the Czar 
lia should he meet with disaster it would 
be confined to the army and he could re- 
treat with comparative safety. But in 
these days the greatest engine of war is 
a long purso, which Russia has not, and 
she would protobly be obliged to raise 
money either by forced loans, the issue 
of a paper currency, or other means 
known to finance ministers in distress, 
for after her persecution of tho Jowa she 
could hardly hope to borrow much. Tliis 
would give tho Czar rather a neat oppor- 
tunity of turning tho tables on his robel- 
lioua subjects. But tho war would not 
ho confined to Germany and Russia. The 
opportunity would bo tempting to Franco 
at any time, but just now with a weak 
governiont and the premonitory riunb- 
Jings of tho socialistic volcano, it might 
pass from a temptation into a noccdsity 
as urgent as that which influences Rus- 
sia. It will be seen, therefore, from tho 
simple facts stated, that a European 
war, although only hinted at in a brief 
dispatch, is not so improbable after all. 
If the Czar conchules that a war is the 
last chance for himsflf his dynasty and 
Russia, wliich is a very natural conclu- 
sion, we shall book I. ivc other dispatches 
on the same subject. There is also an- 
other ominous sign, tho quietness of the 
great powers most interested, especially 
Russia, as to tho Egyptian difficulty, 
which presented so many temptations for 
interference, as if they were conscioua of 
an afterpiece to which tho play on tlie 
boards but, was of secondary importance, 
and it mattered very little whether Eng- 
land had her own way or not. England 
would no doubt experience the same aat- 
iafaction in contemplating a struggle in 
which she would have no interest e.xcept 
■Q keeping as clear of it as possible. As 
to Italy she would probably be condemn- 
ed to all the perplexities which a small 
power experiences on such great occas- 
ions, and deem herself lucky if she 
could keep her head on her shoulders by 
the obaorvanco of a strict neutrality, 
against which all sorts of diverse pres- 
aures would be brought to bear, but if 
she was compelled to take sides it would 
be with Germany and Austria, Of course 
if such a war commenced, it is iinp'-'.= .ii- 
blo to forsoe tho results which mij;ai. 
arise from it, and it is to be hoped Ifiat 
tho Czar will find some other way out of 
his diOlculties, but ho may with a full 
sense of his responsibilities, finally con- 
clude that it is his duty to save himself 
and Russia at tho expense of Europe. 

HECTORING A JUDOE. 

The respondent in the Eaquinialt elec- 
tion petition caso took seven weeks in 
which to get his c,\3oa before Mr. .Jn-sticu 
Gray; and tho gDvernment organ yester- 
day sneered at tho learned judgo because, 
from a desire to weigh the evidence care- 
fully, ho has consumed ten days in pro- 
paring his judgment. Tho advice of the 
organ to the judge to work at his judg- 
ment on thanksgiving day is a piece of 
gratuitous impertinence wliich could only 
have emanated from a journal and a parly 
that on one occasion charged a aupriTue 
court judgo willi having accopicd a bribe! 
The pood but misguided old man who 
was put forward to prefer'the charge has 
lung since gone to his reward; but the 
party who egged him on to make his 
charges hto still as aggressive and oll'en- 
sivo (as the organ's article uf yesterday 
nhowa) towardri the judiciary as ever. 
Tho judgment will, no doubt, he delivered 
after the learned judge shall have wad 
through the mass uf testimony and recon 
ciled it with tho law; but tho respond 
ent's impatience now, when contrasted 
withhisreluctance to ]iroceed|with tliocaf-c 
shows the awful stato i f .suspense in v\ hicli 
he exists. The mind of a criminal await- 
ing tho verdict of a jury must be beatific 
compared with Mr. Hett's mental condi- 
tion at this time. But ho should not 
allow his impatience to overcome his 
some of decency. 

THE LOWEST DEPTH. 

It has been remarked tiiat there w.i.s 
but one step more in tho down grade of 
morality for the eovernment press to 
to take before reaching the lowest depth 
of degradation. The Guardian has taken 
that step and touched bottom at last. 
Yesterday's issue of that journal contains 
a scurrilous attack on Jlr. Robson who 
has been guilty of the awful ofi'ence (in 
the -gOTommehts eyes) of joining tho 
Methodist Ohurch. Not alone is Mr. 
Robson ridiculed and sneered at, but tho 
MothodistH as a body and their modo of 
worship are assailed. Whatever a man's 
politics may be, his religious principles 
ure entitled to respect. Barbarians 
concede that. It now remains for the organ 
in this city to copy oi: repeat the infamy 
and both it and the . Otiardiem. will be 
doomed, like the government.
